1.  Authority. — Under   authority  of  the   Secretary   of      t, f'l^^s 
War,  approving  a  general  policy  of  decentralizing  the   '"^^  '^•, 
duties  of  the  Quartermaster's  Department,  and  in  com- 
pliance with  General  Orders  of  the  War  Department,  the  ,^^^^^f-  -'  ■*>  ^• 
following  instructions  are  published  for  the  information  .,.,^o5o'    ^^^ 
and  guidance  of  all  concerned : 

2.  The  fundamental  principle  of  the  system  of  decen- 
tralization, directions  for  the  operation  of  which  are  con- 
tained herein,  is  to  provide  funds  to  chief,  and  other, 
quartermasters,  with  which  to  conduct  the  business  of  the 
Quartermaster's  Department;,  for  which  they  are  responsi- 
ble.    This,  however,  must  be  done  in  compliance  with  the 

law,  which  prohibits  the  expenditure  in  any  one  fiscal  App.  8. 
year  of  any  sum  in  excess  of  appropriations  made  by  Con- 
gress for  that  fiscal  year,  or  involving  the  Government 
in  any  contract  or  other  obligation  for  the  future  payment  .^-  R-  sis- 
of  money  in  excess  of  such  appropriations,  unless  such 
contract  or  obligation  is  authorized  by  law.  The  excep- 
tions to  this  statutory  prohibition  are  of  such  nature  that 
it  is  only  remotely  possible  for  such  action  under  them  to 
become  necessary  without  authority  of  the  War  Depart- 
ment. 

3.  In  time  of  peace,  the  appropriations  are  definite  as 
to  amounts,  period,  and  purpose  for  which  appropriated, 
hence  it  is  imperatively  necessary  to  so  disburse  the  funds 
as  to  avoid  excessive  expenditures  and  consequent  defi- 
ciencies. To  this  end,  apportionments  and  allotments  of 
definite  amounts,  for  specified  periods,  and  purposes,  are 
made  to  chief,  and  other,  quartermasters  concerned,  based

upon  which,  and  within  the  limits  of  the  apportionments 
and  allotments  so  made,  funds,  supplies,  and  services  are 
•  procured  on  estimates  and  requisitions  in  conformity  with 
regulations  and  instructions.  It  therefore  becomes  the 
duty  of  quartermasters  to  whom  apportionments  and 
allotments  are  made,  to  so  manage  the  business  of  the 
department  as  not  to  exceed  them  "  Except  upon  the 
happening  of  some  extraordinary  emergency  or  unusual 
App-  8.  circumstance  which  could  not  be  anticipated  at  the  time 

of  making  such  apportionment." 

4.  The  accounting  and  cost  keeping  provided  for  is 
necessary  in  order  that  the  chief  and  other  quartermasters 
may  know  the  status  of  their  apportionments  and  allot- 
ments, to  enable  the  Quartermaster-General  to  prepare 
and  submit  to  the  Secretary  of  War,  for  transmission  to 

R,  s.,  3665-  Congress,  estimates  for  future  appropriations,  and  to 
intelligently  explain  to  Congress  the  needs  of  the  Army 
under  the  various  items  for  which  funds  are  estimated. 

5.  In  time  of  war,  by  the  very  nature  of  things,  the 
limitation  as  to  appropriations,  etc.,  is  necessarily  re- 
moved, and  the  necessity  for  the  cost  keeping  required 
where  appropriations  are  definite  as  to  amount  and 
purposes,  as  in  time  of  peace,  will  not  exist;  but  the 
fundamental  principle  of  providing  funds  to  chief  and 
other  quartermasters  with  which  to  conduct  the  business, 
remains  the  same^  and  funds,  when  required,  will  be 
furnished  upon  estimates  by  an  actual  transfer  of  money, 
to  be  applied  directly  to  the  purpose  for  which  required. 
The  sums  so  transferred  would  be  in  lieu  of  the  apportion- 
ments and  allotments  above  referred  to. 

\  u,  1010  6.  Aimiy  apj)ropriation  act. — All  supplies  and  services 
furnished  for  the  maintenance  of  the  Army  hy  the 
Quartermaster's  Department  are  procured  from  funds 
appropriated  therefor  annually  by  an  act  of  Congress 
entitled  "An  act  making  appropriations  for  the  support 
of  the  Army,"  etc.,  generally  referred  to  as  "  the  Army 
appropriation  act."  The  cost  of  all  such  supplies  and 
services  is  charged  to  the  appropriation  or  appropriations 
indicated  by  .the  wording  of  the  act  and  the  pui^Dose  for 
which  the  article  or  the  sersice  is  required. 

App.  9.  7.  Analysis  of  appi^opnation  ac^.— The  specific  items  of 

the  several  appropriations,  under  some  one  of  which  all 
supplies  and  services  must  be  furnished  and  therefore 
charged,  are  shown  in  an  analysis  of  so  much  of  the  Army 
appropriation  act  as  pertains  to  the  Quartermaster's 
Department,  published  by  the  Quartermaster-General. 


DEFINITIONS. 

8.  Appropriations,  as  referred  to  herein,  are  the  vari-      -^-  R-    518;

ous  amounts  authorized  hj  Congress,  in  the  annual  acts 
making  aj^propriations  for  the  support  of  the  Army,  to 
be  expended  for  the  purposes  indicated  by  the  title  and 
context  of  each,  by  the  Quartermaster's  Department,  in 
accordance  with  law  and  regulations. 

9.  Item. — The  distinct  authority  in  the  Army  appro-      App.  9. 
priation    act   under   which   quartermaster's    supplies   or 
services  are  procured,  and  by  which  the  appropriation 

from  which  payment  is  made  therefor  is  determined. 
The  wording  of  the  act  is  divided,  or  itemized,  and  each 
item  numbered  serially,  under  each  appropriation  as 
shown  in  the  analysis  of  the  appropriation  act,  to  serve  as 
a  guide  and  for  reference. 

10.  Apportionments. — Distributions  of  the  appropria- 
tions, made  b}^  the  Quartermaster-General,  in  accordance 
with  Army  Regulations,  general  orders  of  the  War 
Dej^artment,  and  authority  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  to 
chief  quartermasters  and  quartermasters  of  independent 
stations. 

11.  Letter  of  Apportionment. — An  advice  from  the 
Quartermaster-General's  Office  that  the  amounts  stated 
have  been  apportioned  to  the  officer  to  whom  or  office 
to  which  addressed,  for  use  in  the  procurement  of  sup- 
plies and.  services  for  jDcriods  and  purposes  specified 
therein. 

12.  Apportionment  Account. — A  statement  or  record 
of  the  amount  or  amounts  received  as  an  apportionment, 
with  their  debit  and  credit  transactions. 

13.  Allotments. — Distributions  of  the  apportionments, 
made  by  chief,  or  other,  quartermasters,  in  accordance 
with  the  Army  Regulations,  general  orders  of  the  War 
Department,  and  instructions  of  the  Quartermaster-Gen- 
eral, to  post  and  other  subordinate  quartermasters. 

14.  Letter  or  Allotment. — An  advice  from  a  chief 
or  other  quartermaster  to  whom  an  apportionment  has 
been  made  that  the  amounts  stated  have  been  allotted 
to  the  officer  to  Avhom  or  office  to  which  addressed,  for 
use  in  the  procurement  of  supplies  and  services  for 
periods  and  purposes  specified  therein. 

15.  Allotment  Account. — A  statement  or  record  of 
the  amount  or  amounts  allotted,  or  received  as  allotments, 
with  their  debit  and  credit  transactions. 


16.  Keserve. — A  percentage  or  proportion  of  an  appor- 
tionment withheld  for  use  in  increasing  allotments  to  pro- 
vide for  necessities  which  could  not  be  anticipated  in  the 
original  allotment,  or  to  meet  exigencies. 

17.  Savings. — The  difference  between  the  amount  al- 
lotted to  any  post  or  station  for  supplies  or  services  for  a 
definite  period,  purpose,  or  job,  and  the  actual  cost 
thereof.  They  will  be  disposed  of  as  hereinafter  provided. 

18.  Independent  Stations,  as  referred  to  herein,  ap- 
plies to  depots,  offices,  posts,  or  stations  not  under  the 
control  of  territorial  division  or  department  .  com- 
manders. 

19.  Additions  to  Stock. — Purchases  of  supplies  made 
with  a  view  to  increasing  the  stock  at  the  depots.  Made 
only  on  authority  of  the  Quartermaster-General   from 

'    "  funds  apportioned  for  this  purpose. 

20.  Replenishment  or  Stock. — The  bringing  up  of  the 
stock  of  a  depot,  by  purchases,  within  the  quantities  fixed 
as  a  maximum  and  minimum  stock  for  the  depot.  The 
purchases  to  be  made  from  funds  accruing  to  the  credit 
of  the  depot  as  shown  by  invoices  transferring  supplies 
issued  on  requisitions  by  which  the  stock  was  depleted. 
Supplies  so  purchased  need  not  be  of  the  same  kind  as 
those  issued. 

21.  Working  Balance. — A  designation  given  the  funds 
provided  chief  and  depot  quartermasters,  and  other  quar- 
termasters when  necessary,  for  immediate  use  in  trans- 
acting and  facilitating  the  business  of  their  respective 
offices. 

CLASSIFICATION  OF  SUPPLIES  AND  SERVICES. 

22.  For  the  purposes  of  this  system,  quartermaster's 
supplies  and  services  are  classified  as  follows:

Class  A  includes  all  supplies  required  for  the  use 
and  equipment  of  troops  in  the  field  and  in  garrison,  for 
the  purchase  of  which,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Quartermas- 
ter-General, apportionments  of  funds  to  the  several  ter- 
ritorial departments,  depots,  stations,  or  other  military 
commands  can  be  made.  A  list  of  this  class  of  supplies, 
as  determined  to  date,  with  depot  or  point  from  which 
lOH."^'  ^^^"'  *^®y  ^^^^  ^^^  supplied  is  published  in  Circular  6,  Q.  M. 
G.  O.,  1909,  and  final  action  on  requisitions  therefor  will 
be  taken  as  herein  provided.

~      NUMBERING. 

40.  For  the  purposes  of  this  system  of  supply  and  to 
facilitate  reference  in  connection  therewith  the  following 
methods  of  numbering  will  be  observed : 

(a)  For  the  items  of  the  appropriation. — The  items  of  -"^pp-  ^• 
each  appropriation  are  numbered  from  1  consecutively, 
preceded  by  the  initial  letters  of  the  respective  appropri- 
ations. Thus,  the  items  of  appropriation  "  Regular  Sup- 
plies "  will  be  R.  S.  1,  R.  S.  2,  etc.;  of  "Incidental 
Expenses,"  I.  E.  1,  I.  E.  2,  etc.  Subdivisions  of  an  item 
will  be  indicated  by  the  item  number  followed  by  letters, 
as"R.  S.  la,""R.'s.  1  b,"  etc. 

(h)  For  headquarters  of  departments  and  posts. —  App.  63. 
Headquarters  of  departments  and  the  posts  and  stations 
of  departments  are  numbered  by  assigning  a  block  of  one 
hundred  numbers  to  each  territorial  department.  To 
headquarters  of  the  departments  are  assigned  the  initial 
numbers  and  to  the  posts  and  stations  (commencing  with 
the  one  farthest  east  and  proceeding  west)  the  consecutive 
numbers  of  their  respective  blocks  so  far  as  necessary.

204.  One  of  the  most  important  duties  of  a  depot  or     Par.  i98. 
designated  point  of  supply  is  the  filling  of  requisitions 
promptly  and  with  satisfactory  supplies.    It  is  therefore 
necessary  to  have  on  hand  and  to  maintain  a  stock  of 

such  supplies  of  Classes  A  and  B  as  are  generally  and  usii-  ^  Pars.  23  and 
ally  required  for^  sufficient  to  fill  requisitions  as  they  are 
received  without  delays  incident  to  purchases  and  a  con- 
sequent increase  of  the  number  of  invoices. 

205.  That  there  may  be  at  all  times  an  ample  stock  on 
hand  from  which  to  fill  requisitions,  a  six  months'  sup- 
ply is  fixed  as  the  minimum  and  a  year's  supply  as  the 
maximum  stock  of  all  supplies  generally  and  usually  re- 
quired for,  to  be  carried  by  the  depots  and  other  desig- 
nated points  of  supply.  Between  these  minimum  and 
maximum  quantities  depot  quartermasters  and  quarter- 
masters of  other  points  of  supply  will  maintain  their 
stocks. 

206.  It  is  practicable  for  depots  and  other  designated 

points  of  supply  knowing  exactly  what  supplies  belong     Pais.  23  and 

to  Classes  A  and  B  and  the  garrisons  of  the  posts  and 

stations  they  are  to  furnish,  to  estimate  from  data  which 

should  be  in  their  offices  the  quantities  of  the  different 

articles  required  for  issue  during  a  definite  period,  and 

therefore  that  should  be  carried  in  stock  to  enable  them 

to  fill  requisitions  as  received. 

207.  This  office  recognizes  the  difference  between  addi-     ^^^-  ^^• 
tions  to  stock  necessary  to  bring  it  to  a  condition  so  that 
requisitions  can  be  filled,  and  replenishnfient  of  stock  nee-      Par.  20. 
essary  to  keep  it  in  that  condition.    For  the  former  pur- 
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pose  requests  for  special  apportionments  upon  which  to 
2''6'*?ndu?ive'  ^^^^  estimates  for  funds  are  required;  for  tlie  latter,  pro- 
vision is  made  for  the  use  of  funds  accruing  to  depots 
from  credits  on  invoices  transferring  supplies  issued  on 
requisitions. 

208.  If  the  stock  noAv  on  hand  is  below  the  minimum 
as  fixed,  it  should  be  increased  by  the  purchase  of  addi- 
tional stock  not  to  exceed  the  maximum,  for  which  special 
authority  will  be  given  on  application  therefor.  The 
stock  should  thereafter  be  replenished  so  as  never  to  be 
below  the  minimum,  by  making  purchases  at  convenient 
periods  as  needed,  from  funds  to  be  supplied  on  account 
of  credits  accruing  from  invoices  covering  the  transfer  of 
226^Tndusive'  Supplies  issued  on  requisitions.  Depot  quartermasters 
Avill  inform  themselves  in  this  respect  and  stock  their 
depots  (as  a  merchant  would  stock  his  store)  to  meet 
the  calls  which  past  experience  and  available  data  would 
indicate  that  they  have  to  meet.  It  is  the  duty  of  depot 
quartermasters  to  keep  run  of  demands  upon  and  main- 
tain their  stocks,  so  that  they  can  anticipate  future  calls, 
promptly  fill  requisitions  from  stock,  and  arrange  to 
make  general  periodic  replenishment  thereof,  as  would 
a  merchant. 

200.  It  is  not  necessary  to  wait  to  replenish  stock  until 
funds  are  actually  placed  to  the  credit  of  a  depot  quarter- 
master, but  he  may  and  should  advertise  for  such  Class  A 
supplies  as  are  not  in  stock  (or  of  which  the  stock  is  run- 
ning low)  in  such  quantities  as  the  cost  thereof  can  be 
met  from  the  balances  of  credits  on  invoices  covering 
transfer  of  supplies  issued  on  invoices  and  requisitions, 
submitting  estimate  for  funds  against  such  credits  in  time 
to  provide  funds  for  pa^'ment  of  the  supplies  when 
delivered. 

210.  Funds  made  available  to  depot  quartermasters  for 
Class  A  supplies  invoiced  are  applicable  to  the  replen- 
ishment of  this  class  of  stock  generally  in  the  bulk  and 
R€ed  not  necessarily  be  used  to  replace  the  identical  arti- 
cles called  for  in  the  requisition  upon  which  the  credit  is 
based.  Credits  should  be  used  exactly  as  a  merchant 
uses  his  bank  account,  considering  this  office  as  the  banker. 
A  credit  received  by  a  depot  quartermaster  on  account  of 
Class  A  supplies  invoiced  is  available  for  replenishment 
of  stock  of  any  article  of  Class  A  supplies  properly  pro- 
curable from  the  same  appropriation.  Funds  procured 
226"inciusive!  OH  account  of  such  credits  are  not  expected  to  be  applied 
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solely  to  keeping  intact  as  to  number  the  specific  articles 
to  cover  the  cost  of  which  the  credits  are  made,  or  that 
credits  will  be  allowed  to  accumulate  beyond  a  reasonable 
sum,  with  a  corresponding  reduction  in  stock.  On  the 
contrary,  it  is  expected  that  depot  quartermasters  will 
use  their  own  judgment  as  to  what  articles  of  Class  A 
supplies  should  be  purchased  from  funds  accruing  on  such 
credits,  and  that  through  the  elasticity  of  this  system  and 
the  exercise  of  the  discretion  left  to  depot  quartermasters 
the  surplusage  on  hand  of  some  articles  can  be  made  to 
relieve  deficiencies  in  others. 

211.  By  such  a  practice  requisitions  for  Class  A  sup- 
plies could  almost  always  be  filled  and  shipped  on  one 
invoice;  or,  if  a  few  articles  have  to  be  purchased,  that 
should  be  done,  and  they  follow  on  another  invoice,  so 
that  there  will,  when  practicable,  be  but  one  invoice  and 

seldom  not  more  than  two,  or  at  most  three,  invoices  to      I'ars.  62  to

one  requisition  for  Class  A  supplies.  In  other  words, 
the  stock  of  Class  A  supplies  on  hand  should  be  so 
complete  that  the  necessity  for  purchases  to  complete 
requisitions  for  such  supplies  as  are  usually  issued  would 
be  reduced  to  the  minimum. 

212.  A  system  of  supply  that  requires  the  issue  under, 
ordinary  conditions  of  more  than  two  invoices,  or  three 
at  most,  to  complete  the  supply  of  a  requisition,  involves 
a  great  volume  of  unnecessary  paper  work  and  the  use  of 
services  of  employees  that  might  be  profitably  used  for 
other  purposes. 

213.  The  holding  of  invoices  in  order  to  make  one  set  ^,  Vj'i^go'p'^^' 
cover  several  shipments,  some  of  which  have  gone  for- 
ward, is  prohibited,  but  it  is  not  the  intention  that  each 
purchase  should  be  covered  by  a  separate  invoice.     With 

a  stock  properly  kept  up,  it  is  believed  to  be  practicable 
to  so  assemble  the  few  supplies  necessary  to  be  especially 
purchased  to  fill  requisitions  as  to  forward  them  in  a 
few  number  of  lots,  thereby  materially  reducing  the  num- 
ber of  separate  invoices,  and  at  the  same  time  avoid  the 
confusion  resulting  from  holding  invoices  long  after 
shiijments  have  been  made. 

21-1.  If  it  becomes  apparent  that  the  stock  of  any  arti- 
cle of  supply  at  a  depot  is  not  being  drawn  upon  because 
of  local  purchases  to  fill  requisitions,  the  fact  will  be  re- 
ported to  the  Quartermaster-General  by  the  depot  quar- 
termaster, with  full  description  of  the  articles  of  stock 
not  being  drawn  upon,  and  a  statement  of  quantities  on 
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hand,  prices,  condition,  and  probable  needs  under  cur- 
rent conditions. 

REPLENISHMENT   OF   STOCK    SPECIALLY    MANUFACTURED. 

215.  A  stock  sufficient  to  cover  one  year's  issues  of  all 
Class  A  suj)plies,  such  as  conform  to  adopted  standard 
specifications  of  the  Quartermaster's  Department,  which 
makes  them  special  and  therefore  procurable  only  under 
contract,  will  be  provided  each  depot  concerned. 

216.  The  stock  of  these  special  Class  A  supplies  will 
be  replenished  under  contract  when  procurable  from 
manufacturers  in  local  markets  and  in  such  quantities 
as  are  required  for  replenishment.  If,  however,  the 
interests  of  the  service  can  best  be  subserved  by  pur- 
chasing in  larger  quantities  than  any  one  depot  would 
require  or  the  local  markets  can  supply,  depot  quarter- 
masters will  submit  to  the  Quartermaster-General  a  requi- 
sition for  replenishment  of  special  Class  A  stock,  showing 
quantities  and  kinds  of  supplies  desired,  with  an  esti- 
mate of  the  cost  of  each.  Similar  estimates  will  be  called 
for  from  all  depots  handling  these  special  Class  A  sup- 
plies,  the    estimates    abstracted    in   the    Quartermaster- 

'  General's  Office,  and  the  entire  quantity  advertised  for  by 
designated  depots,  as  may  be  directed  by  the  Quartermas- 
ter-General. 

217.  Should  contract  for  the  entire  quantity  of  any  of 
these  articles  be  made  by  bne  depot  quartermaster,  the 
quantity  and  kind  of  supplies  required  by  the  other 
depots,  from  which  estimates  were  received  for  replen- 
ishment of  stock,  will  be  transferred  and  invoiced  to 
tliem  by  the  depot  purchasing  the  supplies,  one  copy  of 
the  invoice  being  sent  to  the  Quartermaster-General. 

218.  The  depot  purchasing  the  supplies  and  issuing 
invoices  covering  transfer  to  other  depots  will  receive 
credit  therefor,  a  corresponding  charge  being  made 
against  the  account  of  the  respective  depots  to  which 
the  supplies  were  transferred,  by  the  depot  quarter- 
masters receiving  the  supplies  and  in  the  Quartermaster- 
General's  Office.  The  funds  required  for  the  payment 
of  these  supplies  will  be  furnished  to  the  depot  quarter- 
master handling  the  contract,  on  an  estimate  from  his 
office,  and  as  a  charge  against  his  account. 

219.  Should  contracts  be  made  by  the  several  depots 
covering    the    quantities    required    for    their   respective 
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depots  only,  funds  for  payment  ^Yill  be  supplied  on  esti- 
mate as  in  the  case  of  replenishment  of  any  other  articles 
of  Class  A. 

CREDIT  LIST  OF  INVOICES. 

220.  Depot  quartermasters,  and  quartermasters  of 
supplj^  points,  will  forward  to  the  office  of  the  Quarter- 
master-General, daily,  if  the  number  of  invoices  issued 
are  of  such  volume  as  to  warrant  such  action,  and  in  no 
case  less  than  three  times  a  week,  a  list  of  invoices 
(Form  154),  requesting  credit  on  account  of  supplies  App.  62. 
transferred  to  fill  requisitions. 

221.  A  separate  list  of  the  invoices  .upon  which  credits 
are  requested,  in  the  order  issued,  pertaining  to  each 
letter  of  apportionment,  and  for  each  appropriation,  will 
be  prepared  in  duplicate.  These  lists  will  be  assembled, 
securely  fastened  together,  and  a  summary  of  the  total 
credits  requested,  under  each  appropriation,  entered  on 
the  last  sheet.  The  lists  so  consolidated  will  be  consid- 
ered as  one  list,  numbered  serially  by  the  office  preparing 
them,  and  the  original,  with  the  invoices  pertaining 
thereto,  forwarded  to  the  Quartermaster-General.  The 
duplicate  will  be  retained  in  the  office  where  prepared 
and  constitute  the  credit  account. 

222.  The  amounts  under  the  several  letters  of  appor- 
tionment as  shown  by  the  lists  will  be  charged  to  the 
letters  of  apportionment  involved,  on  the  books  of  the 
Quartermaster-General's  Office,  and  placed  to  the  credit 
of  the  depot,  or  designated  point  of  supply,  submitting 
the  list.

War  Department. 

Sir  :  With  a  view  to  carrying  out  a  general  policy  of  decentralizing  the  duties 
of  the  Quartermaster's  Department,  I  have  the  honor  to  recommend  that  all 
quartermaster's  supplies  required  for  the  use  and  equipment  of  troops  in  the 
field  and  in  garrison,  for  the  purchase  of  which,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Quarter- 
master-General, definite  allotments  of  funds  for  the  several  military  departments 
can  be  made  to  chief  quartermasters,  be  supplied  from  designated  depots  of 
the  Quartermaster's  Department  upon  requisitions  approved  by  department 
commanders  within  the  limit  of  funds  so  allotted,  and  subject  to  such  instruc- 
tions regulating  this  method  of  supply  as  may  be  recommended  by  the  Quar- 
termaster-General and  published  in  General  Orders  of  the  War  Department. 

The  compilation  of  the  necessary  data  upon  which  definite  allotments  can  be 
based,  and  the  details  incident  to  the  inauguration  and  operation  of  the  system 
of  furnishing  supplies  as  above  recommended,  are  now  in  progress  of  prepara- 
tion in  this  office. 

It  is  respectfully  submitted  that  among  the  advantages  of  this  system  of 
supplying  troops  may  be  mentioned : 

1.  It  will  place  upon  department  commanders  and  their  chief  quartermasters 
the  duty  and  responsibility  for  the  proper  and  economical  supply  of  their  com- 
mands, and  therefore  will  insure  a  proper  equipment  of  troops  for  field  service 
at  all  times. 

2.  It  will  give  the  chief  quartermaster  and  other  quartermasters  the  experi- 
ence of  supply  in  their  respective  spheres  (a  limited  independence)  and  bring  to 
their  offices  duties  and  responsibilities  in  time  of  peace  they  would  be  required 
to  meet  in  time  of  war. 

3.  It  will  give  elasticity  to  the  entire  Quartermaster  Department  and  relieve 
the  office  of  the  Quartermaster-General  of  many  details  which,  it  is  thought, 
more  properly  pertain  to  the  offices  of  the  chief  and  post  quartermasters. 

4.  As  the  allotments  can  not  be  exceeded,  it  will  enforce  greater  economy  in 
issues,  better  care  and  protection  of  supplies  than  obtain  at  present,  and  will 
tend  to  prevent  deficiencies  in  appropriations. 

5.  Inasmuch  as  the  allotments  made  will  necessarily  have  a  proper  relation 
to  the  number  of  troops  to  be  supplied,  the  tendency  will  be  to  encourage  and 
stimulate  among  department  commanders  and  department  chief  quartermasters 
a  spirit  of  rivalry  to  accomplish  with  means  available  the  best  possible  results 
toward  keeping  troops  in  good  condition  for  active  service  at  all  times  and 
well  supplied  with  articles  necessary  for  their  comfort  while  in  garrison. 

6.  It  will  obviate  the  accumulation  of  surplus  stores  at  posts  in  the  depart- 
ment and  lessen  losses  through  deterioration  of  stock  from  remaining  too  long 
in  storage.

No.  IS.  I  Washington,  January  21/,  190S. 

1.  All  quartermaster's  supplies  required  for  the  use  and  equipment  of  troops 
iu  garrison  and  in  the  field  for  the  purchase  of  which,  in  the  opinion  of  the 
Quartermaster-General  of  the  Army,  apportionment  of  funds  to  the  several 
territorial  departments  can  be  made,  will  be  supplied  from  designated  depots 
of  the  Quartermaster's  Department  upon  requisitions  approved  by  department 
commanders  within  the  limit  of  funds  so  apportioned. 

2.  The  Quartermaster-General  will  make  apportionment  from  the  several 
appropriations  under  his  control  to  chief  quartermasters  of  territorial  depart- 
ments in  the  United  States  covering  the  cost  of  all  supplies  procurable  under 
the  provisions  of  this  order.  A  list  of  such  supplies,  showing  the  paragraph  of 
the  Army  Kegulations  or  the  general  order  fixing  the  allowances  or  authorizing 
final  action  by  department  commanders,  will  be  prepared  and  published  by  the 
Quartermaster-General.  Supplies  enumerated  on  such  lists  that  can  not  be 
furnished  under  contract  for  delivery  at  posts  and  stations  will  be  furnished  on 
estimates  and  requisitions  approved  by  department  commanders.  These  esti- 
mates and  requisitions  will  be  forwarded  by  chief  qnartennasters  to  the  proper 
depot  quartermaster  or  other  quartermaster  at  the  places  of  supply  designated. 

3.  Apportionment  of  funds  will  be  made  as  soon  as  practicable  after  ap- 
proval of  the  act  of  Congi-ess  making  appropriation  for  the  support  of  the 
Army,  and  department  commanders  will  be  held  responsible  that  troops  are 
properly  and  promptly  furnished  with  the  supplies  indicated  on  the  lists  re- 
ferred to  iu  the  preceding  paragraph  and  that  the  published  instructions  rel- 
ative thereto  are  carried  into  effect.  Department  commanders,  in  conjunction 
with  chief  quartermasters,  will  also  be  held  responsible  for  the  strict  ob- 
servance of  the  provisions  of  section  4  of  the  act  of  Congress  approved  March 
3,  1905  (page  S.  General  Orders,  No.  4V>.  War  Dei)artincut.  March  23,  1905). 
and  of  paragraph  580,  Army  Regulations. 

4.  Under  the  provisions  of  paragraph  888,  Army  Regulations,  inspectors- 
general  will  inquire  into  and  reix)rt  upon  the  business  methods  of  all  chief 
quartermasters  and  other  officers  on  duty  in  the  Quartermaster's  Department 
under  the  conditions  named  in  this  order,  with  special  reference  to  the  applica- 
tion of  the  principles  enunciated  herein. 

5.  This  order  will  take  effect  July  1,  1908.

Sir  :  Referring  to  my  letter  of  August  10,  1907,  outlining  a  general  policy  of 
decentralizing  the  duties  of  the  Quartermaster's  Department,  and  your  approval 
of  its  application  to  the  furnishing  of  supplies,  I  have  the  honor  to  request 
authority  to  extend  the  policy  to  services,  both  personal  and  not  personal. 

This  request  is  based  upon  the  same  reasons  as  given  for  supplies,  which  data 
compiled  in  this  office  show  to  be  applicable  also  to  services. 

Preparation  of  instructions  to  apply  to  a  decentralization  of  the  procurement 
of  services  similar  to  those  published  for  supplies  in  Circular  1,  Q.  M.  G.  O., 
1908,  has  progressed  far  enough  to  show  the  plan  to  be  entirely  practicable,  and 
it  is  desired  to  put  such  system  in  operation  on  July  1  next,  simultaneously  with 
the  corresponding  method  of  procuring  supplies.

No.  73.  I  Washington,  May  S,  1908. 

1.  1.  All  quartermaster's. services  required  for  the  use  and  equipnieut  of  troops 
in  garrisou  and  in  the  field  for  the  procurement  of  which,  in  the  opinion  of  the 
Quartermaster-General  of  the  Army,  apportionment  of  funds  to  the  several  terri- 
torial departments  can  be  made,  will  be  supplied  at  the  places  where  they  are 
required  upon  requests  approved  by  department  commanders,  within  the  limit 
of  funds  so  apportioned.  The  laws,  rules,  and  regulations  governing  the  classi- 
fied civil  service  as  to  personal  services  and  the  laws  and  regulations  as  to 
services  not  personal  will  be  carefully  observed. 

2.  The  Quartermaster-General  will  make  apportionment  from  the  several  ap- 
propriations under  his  control  to  chief  quartermasters  of  territorial  departments 
in  the  United  States  covering  the  cost  of  all  services  procurable  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  order. 

3.  Apportionment  of  funds  will  be  made  as  soon  as  practicable  after  the 
approval  of  the  act  of  Congress  making  appropriation  for  the  support  of  the 
Army,  and  department  commanders  will  be  held  responsible  that,  where  re- 
quired, the  services  are  properly  and  promptly  supplied  and  that  the  published 
instructions  relative  thereto  are  carried  into  effect.  Department  commanders, 
in  conjunction  with  chief  quartermasters,  will  also  be  held  responsible  for  the 
strict  observance  of  the  provisions  of  section  3  of  the  act  of  Congress  approved 
February  27,  1906,  published  in  Orders  "  D,"  War  Department,  April  6,  1906, 
and  of  paragraph  580,  Army  Regulations. 

4.  Under  the  provisions  of  paragraph  888,  Army  Regulations,  inspectors- 
general  will  inquire  into  and  report  upon  the  business  methods  of  all  chief 
quartermasters  and  other  officers  on  duty  in  the  Quartermaster's  Department 
under  the  conditions  named  in  this  order,  with  special  reference  to  the  applica- 
tion of  the  principles  enunciated  herein. 

5.  This  order  will  take  effect  July  1,  1908.

(c)   To  the  lighting  fixtures  within  the  building. 

(d-)  To  the  steam,  hot  water,  or  hot  air  heating  apparatus  within  the 
building. 

3.  That  annual  estimates  be  prepared  for  repairs  to — 

(a)   Lighting  systems  exterior  to  building?,  including  lighting  plants. 
(6)   Heating  systems  exterior  to  buildings,  including  central  plants. 

4.  That  annual  estimates  be  prepared  for  repairs  to — 

(a)  Water  systems,  including  reservoirs,  pumping  plants,  etc. 

(b)  Sewer  systems,  including  purificatien  plants. 

(c)  Roads,  walks,  and  wharves. 

(d)  Drainage. 

(e)  Improvement  of  grounds. 

5.  That  these  estimates  be  forwarded  from  posts  to  department  headquarters 
not  later  than  April  1,  and  forwarded  by  department  commanders  to  this  office 
aot  later  than  May  1. 

6.  With  these  estimates  this  office  will  be  enabled  to  make  annual  apportion- 
ments for  the  repair  and  maintenance  of  the  several  systems  above  referred  to 
and  thereby  enable  post  authorities  to  make  necessary  repairs,  under  the  super- 
vision of  department  commanders,  without  submitting  the  numerous  special 
estimates  now  being  received  by  this  office.

Annual  estimates  will  also  be  prepared  for  repairs  to — 

(a)  Lighting  systems  exterior  to  buildings,  including  lighting  plants. 

(b)  Heating  systems  exterior  to  buildings,  including  central  plants. 

(c)  Sewer  systems,  including  purification  plants. 

(rf)   Water  systems,  including  reservoirs  and  pumping  plants. 

(e)  Roads,  walks,  and  wharves. 
(/)   Drainage. 

(g)   Improvement  of  grounds. 

3.  The  commanding  generals  of  territorial  divisions  and  departments  and 
coinmanding  olEcers  of  places  excepted  from  the  control  of  department  com- 
manders will  carefully  examine  the  estimates  referred  to  above  and  will  for- 
ward them,  with  their  recommendations,  to  The  Adjuttint  General  of  the  Army 
not  later  than  April  15  of  eacli  year. 

4.  Based  upon  the  estimates  and  recommendations  received,  the  Quartei'- 
master  General,  with  the  approval  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  will  make  appor- 
tionments from  which  division,  departmerit,  and  other  commander!^  will  make 
allotments  for  repairs.

The  following  extract  from  the  "Act  making  appropriations  to  supply  urgent 
deficiencies  in  the  appropriations  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  thirtieth, 
nineteen  hundred  and  six,  and  for  prior  years,  and  for  other  pui-poses,"  ap- 
proved February  27,  390G,  is  hereby  publisln'd  for  the  information  and  guidance 
of  all  concerned : 

"  Sec.  3.  That  section  thirty-six  hundred  and  seventy-nine  of  the  Revised 
Statutes  of  the  United  States,  as  amended  by  section  four  of  the  deficiency 
appropriation  act  approved  March  third,  nineteen  hundred  and  five,  is  hereby 
further  amended  to  read  as  follows : 

"  Sec.  3679.  No  Executive  Department  or  other  Government  establishment  of 
the  United  States  shall  expend,  in  any  one  fiscal  year,  any  sum  in  excess  of 
appropriations  made  by  Congress  for  that  fiscal  year,  or  involve  the  (government 
in  any  contract  or  other  obligation  for  the  future  payment  of  money  in  excess 
of  such  appropriations  unless  such  contract  or  obligation  is  authorized  by  law. 
Nor  shall  any  Department  or  any  officer  of  the  Government  accept  voluntary 
service  for  the  Government  or  employ  personal  service  in  excess  of  that  author- 
ized by  law,  except  in  cases  of  sudden  emergency  involving  the  loss  of  human 
life  or  the  destruction  of  property.  All  appropriations  made  for  contingent 
expenses  or  other  general  purposes,  except  appropriations  made  in  fulfillment 
of  contract  obligations  expressly  authorized  by  law,  or  for  objects  re(inired  or 
authorized  by  law  without  reference  to  the  amounts  annually  appropriated 
therefor,  shall,  on  or  before  the  beginning  of  each  fiscal  year,  be  so  apportioned 
by  monthly  or  other  allotments  as  to  prevent  expenditures  in  one  portion  of  the 
year  which  may  necessitate  deficiency  or  additional  appropriations  to  complete 
the  service  of  the  fiscal  year  for  which  said  appropriations  are  made ;  and  all 
such  apportionments  shall  be  adhered  to  and  shall  not  be  waived  or  modifie<l 
except  upon  the  hapijeuing  of  some  extraordinary  emergency  or  unusual  circum- 
stance which  could  not  be  anticipated  at  the  time  of  making  such  api)ortion- 
inent,  but  this  provision  shall  not  apply  to  the  contingent  appropriations  of  the 
Senate  or  House  of  Representatives;  and  in  case  said  apportionments  are 
waived  or  modified  as  herein  provided,  the  same  shall  be  waived  or  modified  in 
writing  by  the  head  of  such  Executive  Department  or  other  Government  estab- 
lishment having  control  of  the  expenditure,  and  the  reasons  therefor  shall  be 
fully  set  forth  in  each  particular  case  and  communicated  to  Congress  in  con- 
nection with  estimates  for  any  additional  ai)propriatlons  required  on  account 
1  hereof.  Any  person  violating  any  provision  of  this  sec-tion  shall  be  summarily 
removed  from  office  and  may  also  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  one 
hundred  dollars  or  by  iniprisonjnent  for  not  less  than  one  month." 

A  strict  compliance  with  tl'ie  provisions  of  the  foregoing  section  is  enjoined 
upon  all  officers  and  employees  in  and  luider  the  War  Department.
